Note and Comment 


The question as to whether the 
city engineer should be retained in 
his post or not has at last come 
squarely before the council, A 
great many complaints were heard 
during the election campaign in 
December as to the way in which 
the work of his department had 
been carried on and the person 
who listened to the speeches at the 
public meetings and the talk of the 
candidates on the streets soon caine 
to the conclusion that a change 
would speedily be made. But to 
move for the discharge of a public 
servant is not a pleasant duty and 
as a conseqttence no step was taken 
till Tuesday night last, when Ald, 
Mays. introduced a report which. 
finally led toa motion asking for 
the engineer{s resignation. Mr, 
Whiteman, the contractor for water 
works and sewer construction, made 
a complaint some time ago regard- 
ing the engineer’s progress  esti- 
mates on his work. Ald. Mays 
and Griesbach were appointed a 
committee to investigate and it was 
the report of this body that the 
former councillor presented. In 
brief, it stated that the engineer’s 
figures were so inaccurate as to be 
wholly valueless. It was clearly 
shown that such loose methods had 
been employed that the city was in 
no way protected. In instance 
after instance underpayments and 
overpayiients: to the amount of 
several hundred dollars had been 
made, 
~~ —Tingineer Hargraves reminded 
the council that these were not final 
estimates and that the figures were 
only approximately correct. ‘That 
is all that the council had a_ right 
to expect them to be, but it was 
shown that they were not even 
that. ‘hey were in fact so far out 
as to be altogether useless. Ald. 
Mays and Latta moved for the 
adoption of the report but they 
were defeated on the double vote 
of .acting-mayor Bellamy, Ald. 
Boyle supporting them and Ald. 
Picard and Smith opposing. ‘The 
defenders of the engineer contended 
that he should be given time to 
prepare his reply to the charges. 
But were not the charges made by 
Mr. Whiteman over a month ago ? 
Why should Mr. Hargraves require 
a longer time to get ready his de- 
fence? ‘Ihe fact of the matter is 
that absolutely no defence can be 
made. Having failed to secure the 
adoption of the report, Ald. Mays 
promptly moved that the engincer’s 
resignation be asked for and, his 
motion was being discussed when 
time elapsed and Ald. Picard re- 
fused to consent to an extension, 
so that a final decision has yet to 
be reached. 

The Saturday News believes that 
Aldermen Mays, Boyle and Latta 
have popular opinion altnost solidly 
at their backs and that they de- 
serve the warmest praise for the 
courage with which they have pro- 
ceeded in the matter. Mr. Har- 
graves has made many friends for 
himself during his stay in the city 
but. considerations of friendship 
should tiot be allowed to stand in 
the way of the city’s ititerests. 


This is not a personal matter at all, 
At this stage of our growth, we 
need a thoroughly competent nan 
in the post that he occupies and we 
must secure one at all costs, There 
is no excuse for delaying a_ final 
settlement, 


The annual meeting of the Board of 
Trade on ‘Tuesday ‘served to show the 
highly flourishing state of that organiz- 
ation, ‘The reports of the retiring presi- 
dent, A. B. Campbell, and the energetic 
secretary, I, ‘I. Fisher, were comprehen- 
sive documents and illustrated the far 
reaching activity of the Board during the 
past year. That the good work will be 
satisfactorily carried on under the new 
president, A, T. Cushing, is evident to 
all who know how constant has been his 
interest and efforts during his term as 
vice-president. A re-organization has 
been effected by which four committees 
with a vice-president at the head of each 
are formed, Jolin A, McDougall becomes 
first vice-president and head of the com- 
mittee to promote industrial enterprises. 
T. W, Lines will preside over the trans- 
portation committee, Wim, Short over 
that which will look after civic interests 
and John Ross over the grain conimittee. 
Sub-sections.of the Board representing 
different branches of business will also 
be formed, each of which will elect its 
own chairman, ‘These chairmen, with 
the president, vice-president and secre- 
tary will constitute the council of the 
Board, A similar arrangement has 
worked well elsewhere and should do so 
here, It is proposed to ask the council 
for amore liberal grant this year.  Ap- 
eals have had to be made to individuals 
in the past to make up deficiencies, As 
the work carried on is certainly in the 
interest of the public as a whole, these 
should not be necessary and the council 
will be completely justified in aiding the 
Board to the full extent of its ability. 

There is a great quantity of American 
silver in circulation throughout Alberta, 
despite the fact that it has been subjected 
to a discount of twenty per cent at the 
banks, Arrangements, however, has 
now been made by which the ygovern- 
nent will transfer the coin to New York 
on receiving it from the banks, so that 
the latter will take it hereafter at par. In 
this way it is hoped to get a large pro- 
portion of it out of the country and plabe 
our own silver in more general circula- 
tion, Individual citizens can help in the 
work by promptly depositing at the banks 
such American coin as comes into their 
possession, 

Mr. Kent, the Superintendent of the 
British Columbia Telephone, has a strike 
on his hands, ‘The girls at the central in 
Vancouver have quil work and say that 
the trouble is wholly due to the ‘mean 
little actions” of the superintendent. 
This is the Mr, Kent whose opinion, ad- 
verse to automatic telephones, has been 
circulated so widely in Hdmonton, Per- 
haps if the telephone comuutttee should 
seek his opinion now, they might find it 
somewhat altered. 


The work of equipping the assembly 
room at Mackay avenue school is pro- 
ceeding rapidly, A speaker's chair, and 
desks and chairs for the members, such 
as can afterwards be used ina regular 
legislative chamber, have been ordered, 
A mace is in course of manufacture in 
Calyary, Isn't there a danger that some 
of the ardent advocates of the establish- 
ment of the capital in that city will pre- 
vent the remoyal from their midst of the 
bauble without which the House cannot 
constitytionally transact business ? 


That coal mining will become one of 
Kdinonton's great Tnduntites there is no 
longer any reason to doubt. Recent 
tests made by the C.N.R. have shown 
that coal inined at this point will prodice 
more steam per ton than that obtained at 
Lethbridge, and experts feel certain that 
when lower levels are reached a better 
quality still will be secured. An under- 
taking recently commenced within the 
very limits of the city itself shows the 
coufidence of those who are in the best 
position to judge of the mining possibili-

The older firms 
are also exerting Uhemselves and an inter- 
esting competition will result. | With 
Edmonton supplying all) the railways 
that will centre here within the next few 
years, it is casy to understand to what 
proportions the industry will grow. 

A correspondent of the Calgary Herald 
writes: ‘‘L have lived in several parts of 
the English-speaking world, and have 
never met the equal of the Edmonton 
boys and girls for impertinence, glibness 
of speech, lying and disrespect to their 
elders, especially old people.”’ The folly 
of such a statement is apparent on its 
face, .TMere are plenty of ill-mannered 
children in Edmonton just as there are a 
great any who are exceedingly well- 
behaved, Boys and girls are very much 
the same, the country and indeed the 
world over, and the man who indulges in 
generalities of this character looks at 
things in a wrong perspective altogether. 

Permission has been secured to have 
the Edmonton Fair known as the Provin- 
cial Exhibition in future. The move is 
a good one and should do not a little to 
increase its prestige. Now, if our citizens 
do their duty, there is no reason why the 
exhibition shouldnot be placed on a perma. 
nent basis and made to serve the interests 
of the city quite as much as, for instance, 
Toronto is served by the exhibition held 
there each fall. The educational features 
should, of course, be kept most constant- 
ly in mind, but itis not likely that the 
diventors will make the mistake of trying 
to conduct the fair on too serious Ines. 
Special attractions are necessary to draw 
the crowd. In Ontario for the past two 
or three years an attempt has been made 
by the departinent io cut out horse-racing. 
But the effort is now to be given up and 
the Fall Hairs association has asked the 
lepislature to repeal the law forbidding 
this pastime. Where the act was strictly 
enforced, the fairs went to pieces alto- 
gether. 


A wild story was sent out from Vancou- 
ver the other day to the effect that the 
Grand Trunk Pacific would not be ex- 
tended west from Hdmonton for some 
years to come, owing to the difficulty of 
financing that portion of the road. The 
wish was undoubtedly father to the 
thought. «Vancouver does not relish the 
prospect of having a port, more closely 
in touch with the Orient than itself, built 
up several hundred miles to the north. 
Both the government and G.T.P, author- 
ilies immediately denied the report, and 
we inay rest assured that the work will go 
on, The G.T.P. is making very rapid 
progres The contracts have already 
yeen let for the line from Edmonton to 
Portage La Prairie. ‘The dispute with the 
C.P.R. over the right of way, west of 
Saskatoon, has been settled, ‘The trouble 
arose out of the fact that there was only 
one available pass through the Hayle 
Hills, West of Hdmonton the surveyors 
are out in large uumbers and there is no 
indication whatever of any cessation of 
activity. 


There is a possibility, however, that 
Kaien Island will not be the terminus. It 
is hard to say just which will come of the 
investivation being conducted at Victoria 
into the deal by which the railway secured 
that site, The revelations place the 
British Columbian government ina bad 
light.

The evidence bought out 
by the leader of the opposition made it 
clear that Mrs. Anderson, who has a wide 
reputation as a successful lobbyist, was a 
very large factor in securing the informa- 
tion which proimises to be a source of so 
much profit to those who possessed it, 
The minister of latids, Hon, R. I’, Green, 
adinitted that he had discussed the gov- 
ermment’s plans with Mrs. Anderson, 
Take it all in all, the governinent is 
involved in a very nasty scandal and 
with popular fecling in its present state, 
every effort will likely be made to revoke 
the whole transaction.

Here and There 


A story comes from Regina 


which goes to illustrate anew the! 
diMiculties that the mounted police 


encounter in the discharge of their 
work, and incidentally toshow how 
fortunate we are in regard to 
weather conditions as coiipated 
with the people of the province to 
the immediate east. While Alberta 
was enjoying perfect spring weather 
the week before last, word was re- 
ceived by the detachment of the 
R.N.W.M.P. at’ Hanley, Sask., 
that diphtheria was prevalent east of 
Dundurn in a German settlement, 
and that two children had already 
died without having received the 
benefit of medical treatment. Con- 
stable Jones at once rode from 
Hanley to Dundurn, and after lo- 
cating the detachment, started out 
on horseback at ’hursday noon, 
A small blizzard was blowing and 
the snow was drifting to a consider- 
able extent. ‘The thermometer 
was hanging around 15 below, aud 
tlie prospect before the policeman 
was not that of an altogether pleas- 
ant journey. When a few tiles 
out of Dundurn, the officere lost 
sight of all trails and the only 
guide left to him was the direction 
of the wind and a small pocket 
compass to which he occasionally 


policeman at evening arrived at 
shanty of an Englishman named 
Roper. Here he turned in for the 
night, and bright) and early on 
Friday morning was out on the 
trail again. ‘he thermometer now 
registered about 28 degrees below 
zero, but there was no wind. ‘Ihe 
mud shanty containing several 
German families for which the 
policeman was bound, was contin- 
ually © three miles off, ’ and Jones 
began.to think that three miles in 
the north country was a consider- 
ably long distance, 


About noon the hut was sighted 
a neighbor of the Germans named 
Koble, pointing the piace out, and 
accompanying the policeman to act 
as interpreter. ‘Three families nun- 
bering [7 persons, had lived in the 
shack all winter, and were found 
there on Friday. ‘The inside meas- 
urement of the building was 12x18, 
the space being divided into two 
rooms. ‘Mhree children had died 
during the winter and their bodies 
had been interred by the Germans. 
No doctor had been consulted ow- 
ing to the long distances, and the 
cause of death was not) known. 
Krom the symptoms explained to 
him, Constable Jones came to the 
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conclusion that it was diphtheria. 
None of the residents of the place 
were sick at the time of the c&n- 
stable’s visit.

The records of the mounted 
police will furnish some splendid 
material for the historian and 
novelist of the future. An attempt 
has been made by Captain Cecil 
Denny, who was a member of the 
force at its inception, to give some 
idea of the conditions which it had 
to face in the early days. His book 
‘The Riders of the Plains’’, which 
has recently been issued in Calgary, 
contains a mass of excellent material 
but it is a pity that a man possessed 
of literary ability could not have 
been associated with him in its 
preparation. It is poorly written 
and still more poorly arranged. 
But it shows what a field lies open 
here to a competent man, 


( Speaking of the weather con- 
ditions, there is no man in Alberta 
more enthusiastic in regard to its 
climate than Rev. John McDougall, 
who has been here since 1860, his 
father, as all but a very few of the 
readers of this column must know, 
the pioneer missionary of the West. 

“These open winter have come 
in cycles to my certain knowledge,’ 
he said recently’' and they are as 
regular and as certain as the seasons 
TIT remember away back in 1862 and 
1863 experiencing winters in Al- 
berta that were even warmer and 
more devoid of snow than this one. 
Of course, north of Red Deer there 
was snow, but not in Southern and 
Central Alberta. 

“T have perhaps had more oppor- 
tunities for observing weather con- 
ditions in the West then any living 
man, and if 1 may say that fifteen 
out of every twenty years brings an 
abundance of moisture in’ Alberta 
for allagricultural purposes, I base 
this statement upon data covering 
nearly half a century compiled by 
myself. Alberta winters; south of 
Red Deer, are usually mild’’ 


Incidentally Mr McDougall stated 
it as his belief that there would be 
another great city in Alberta be- 
sides Edmonton and Calgary, and 
that it would be found somewhere 
around Lesser Slave Lake. ‘That 
isa fine farming country'' he add- 
ed and will) support millions of 
people. ‘he idea that the weather 
conditions are severe is a mistake. 
Wheat and other cereals will grow 
and are growing there, and flowers 
bloo n late into October. It is 
really a country of surprises and of 
magnificent prospects."’ Mr Me-

Dear Peggy, 

There is an old motto which 
says “De Mortuis nil nisi bonum’”’ 
that is ‘‘say nothing but good of 
the dead.’’ ‘This I presuppose 
means that one is at liberty to 
critizise the living; the whole of 
our lives is spent in the writing or 
the speaking the autobiography of 
each other, and as it seems fashion- 
able to speak of the merits and 
demerits of the Englishman, Scotch- 
man and others, I take this oppor- 
tunity, after many years of residence 
in Canada, to write of the impres- 

‘sions made pon me of the 
characteristics of the Canadian. 


We have in Canada two distinct 
types, the French Canadian and 
the English speaking Canadian, and 
it is with the latter I propose to 
deal. 


I do not suppose that anyone can 
object to the statement that one of 
the most notable features of the 
English Canadian is the great 
amount of Scotch trait peculiar of 
his character. ‘There is a shrewd- 
ness, carefulness, and a keenness, 
but a failure in the disposition to 
advance and progress in the same 
degree with others who perhaps 
have not one-half the opportunities 
and facilities at hand, ‘The princi- 
ple “that nothing venture nothing 
have’ lies dormant within them, 
and the country in which they live 
has not prospered and progressed 
to the extent that it should in con- 
seqtience. ‘Taking them as a whole, 
they are the best educated people 
in the world. ‘hey are neat, good 
managers, and morally the peers 
of christendom. Notwithstanding 
arguments to the contrary, there is 
less vice and drunkenness within 
the realm of Canada than that of 
any other civilized country. But 
with all this it is the foreigner; that 
is the American, the Frenchman, 
the German, the Swede and the 
Knglishtinan who has to shove to 
her frontier, and open up homes 
and lands for the Canadians to 
occupy and live on. 


There are no better dressed people 
in the world to-day as a body than 
the Canadian, His or her manners 
are good and ways pleasant, but 
there is a great lack of the apprecia- 
tion of the niceities of life, both in 
art, in literature and in science, and 
there is a something which makes 
you feel that they want sand-paper- 
ing, they want polishing, they 
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I have very great pleasure in 
calling to your attention the above 
letter contribuied by an English- 
man for the column, in response to 
the paragraph which appeared in 
last week's Mirror apropas of some 
of his fellow countrymen. This 
particular Englishman has I believe 


treated us more than fairly. He 
might have said much which he 
has left unsaid and I am sure he 
has said some things to which we 
must modestly plead undeserving. 
I don't like to acknowledge it, but 
I do believe his reference to our 
lack of polish a very just criticism. 
Not let it be understood that one 
would advocate putting on a ven- 
eer of polish at the expense of 
other sterling qualities—but—is 
there not in Canada and the States 
a certain element who so_ pride 
themselves on being thoroughly 
democratic that they wilfully ignore 
those little niceities of life, which 
are known the world over as good 
manners. Do we not very often 
say and do some things for bravado 
—-for the mere pleasure of scanda- 
lizing those we know who pride 
themselves on being ‘‘nice’’? ‘he 
travelled man or woman does not 
commit these faux pas., having 
learned that provincialisms are not 
considered ‘‘smart’’ except in the 
very rich—in the man who can 
afford to be ‘‘original’’ being back- 
ed by unlimited capital. We poorer 
folk must conform to the dictates 
of good society. 


And now behold another Ing- 
lishman to the rescue! ‘This time 
he’s a pretty wrathy one too, hav- 
ing misunderstood much of what I 
wrote last week. Dear, dear, Hing- 
lishman No. 2, believe me I am not 
half as unkind or unappreciative as 
you have inferred. I do realize 
both yours and England’s greatness 
but there are some of you, you 
know, who are a genuine affliction 
to us in Canada, your naughty 
boys who are sent to us (their 
poorer relatives) in order that we 
may correct the error of their ways. 
When will England recognize that 
she must spank her own bad'boys, 
that Canada and the Colonies are 110 
penal settlements? Weare having 
heaps of ‘‘troubles’’ of‘our own, 
Here is No. 2's letter : 


Dear Peggy, 


Having read your criticisms of 
the Mnglishmay in your last issue, 
IT should like to say that I agree 
with you to acertain extent; cer- 
tainly in regard to the characters 
you mention; but to insinuate that 
all Englishmen are alike, is a most 
contemptible and unfair statement. 
Seventy-five per cent of the Hng- 
lishmenjarriving out here, are ne’er- 
do-wells in the old country, and 
also the remittance man, who is out 
here for the benefit of his relations 
at home, ‘hese characters do not 
constitute Hngland, Of the right 
class of Englishmen, there are 
several who hold some of the best 
and most influential positions in 
this city.

Mousse of Apricots—Stew one 
half a potind of apricots until they 
become a very soft pulp and pass 
through a sieve. ‘To each pint of 
pulp add the grated rind of half a 
lemon a teaspoonful of lemon juice, 
one teaspoonful of vanilla and half 
acup of hot cream, Dissolve one 
ounce of gelatine an half a cup of 
hot cream, add the sieved apricots. 
Whip two cup of sweet cream and 
add one teaspoonful of sugar. Add 
to the gelatine mixture beating all 
together lightly for a few 1ninutes, 
and pour into a fancy mould until 
cold and firm, 


Chocolate Bread Pudding—'lo 
fill a two quart pudding dish, soak 
two cups of stale breadcrumbs in 
four cups of scalded milk for thirty 
minutes, Inthe meantime melt 
two squares of unsweetened chocol- 
ate in a saucepan over hot water, 

‘I‘o this chocolate add half a cup 
of sugar—not more-—and enough 
milk taken from the bread and milk 
to make a liquid that will pour 
easily. Now gradually mix this 
chocolate with the milk and bread- 
crumbs. Stir ina quarter of a cup 
of sugar, one quarter of a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one teaspoonful of van- 
ila and two eggs that have been 
whipped gently together with a 
fork. Butter a porcelain pudding 
dish, turn’ in the above mixture 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
one hour, When cooked — this 
should have a rich dark brown sur- 
face that is slightly crusty, and if 
served hot with whipped cream will 
lend a zest to any dinner, 

Rub the bottom crust of the pic 
withthe white of an egg and it 
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will prevent the juice from soaking 
into it, 

To stuff dates, remove the 
stones and fill the dates with al- 
monds or peaunts; then close the 
fruit and roll in sugar. 

To keep soup, let it remain cov- 
ered with a coating of fat, as this 
excludes the air and help to pres- 
erve the stock. If the soup has 
no fat use clarified dripping for 
this purpose. 

No. 1. ‘his salad is rich in nutri- 
ment, Cut equal parts of cold veal, 
without fat carrots celery, arti 
chokes, potatoes and string qeans 
into dice, Adda few green peas 
aud asparagus in their season and 
dress with mayonnaise. Heap 
lightly on a dish and garnish with 
slices of tomatoes or beets cut in 
pretty shapes. For this salad left 
overs in the form of cold vegetables 
should be saved. If you wish a 
really elaborate effect, line a tube 
mold with aspic jelly and when 
partly chilled ornament the jelly 
with cooked asparagus stalks or 
tomatoes sliced. When cold turn 
out upon a dish and serve 

No, 2. A delightful varation of 
the above may be made by hollow- 
ing out tomatoes pickled with. oil 
vinegar, salt and pepper and_ filled 
with the above salad.
